Record in Lemons 

On Eleventh street is five acres of 
lemons belonging to Royal Miller, 
and ‘according to experienced lemon 
men here the five acres have made 
a record this season. One thousand 
boxes per acre have been picked 
since September 1st to April 1st, and 
according to lemon growers, there 
are still to be picked 500 boxes per 
acre making a grand total in one 
year of 7500 boxes. Mr. Miller does- 
n’t claim to be a lemon grower, as 
he is comparatively new at the busi- 
ness—but thus far he likes it. This 
grove has maintained an excellent 
record. 

The Miller holdings are located in 
what is sometimes called the ‘ba- 
nana” belt, the section having only 
once experienced frost. In this sec- 
tion there are 2500 acres of lemons.

DEMONSTRATIONS AT UPLAND 


In response to a petition of the 
citrus fruit growers of the Upland 
district to institute control measures 
against the citrophilus mealybug a 
campaign was started in September, 
1917, along the lines previously de- 
monstrated as successful against 
the common mealybug. It having 
been predetermined that the Upland 


with both mealybugs and ant form- 
ed the initial demonstration. Poison 


cent of the trees of the first half 
treated were free of arts, and 62 
per cent of the part treated in No- 
vember were clean. The cans were 
refilled with fresh sirup at the time 
of inspection and the second filling 
resulted in complete eradication over 
the entire twenty acres. 


The effectiveness of the sirup in 
the first demonstration was so ap- 
parent within a few weeks after its 
distribution that control efforts were 
rapidly extended to neighboring 
orchards and by the beginning of 
1918 more than 150 acres had been 
treated. At the present time the 
ants have become not merely con- 
trolled but totally eradicated over 
this extensive area. 


This ant work has been extended 
during 1918 by more than 350 acres, 
practically all of which is in com- 
mercial control.

The automotive engineers have aided much 
in gasoline conservation by their constant 
improvement of automobile engines and 
methods of carburization. Their efforts are, 
to secure the operation of automobiles on 
grades of gasoline that permit the maximum 
production of this motor fuel from each bar- 
rel of crude oil and which, at the same time, 
will give the greatest power and mileage 
from each tnit of gasoline consumed. 





(c) 


All these methods are succeeding to a marked de- 
gree, and yet gasoline consumption is increasing 
much faster than production. 


Facing these bald facts last summer, it became 
evident to President Wilson and the United States 
Fuel Administration that there was virtually as great 
need for gasoline conservation as for food conserva- 
tion, 


In consequence the United States Fuel Adminis- 
tration requested Eastern states to discontinue en- 
tirely all non-essential use of passenger automobiles, 
and for a time this request was so extended that 
only automobiles in Government, emergency or war 
service were in uee on Sunday. ‘These limitations 
were not extended to the Western states, because at. 
the time there was enough gasoline being produced 
im California for Pacific Coast needs and its distri- 
bution did not require the use of transcontinental

Drafted as they were by impartial Government ex- 
perts, these United States Government gasoline 
specifications are today being generally considered 
as the most practical standard for gasoline.
